The School I5c>ard have made ar- 


rangements to have A. C. Taylor fur- 
nish spring waler for the schools, 
until the city water is declared fit 
for drinking. This .spying water has 
been tested by Dr. Slivinski. of the 
stale laboratory, and pronounced 
good. The water will be delivered 
to Ihe school in 5-gallon bottles and 
dispensed there from slone water- 
coolers. Kach child must bring his 
own cup, as Ihe state law forbids- 
the use of the comon drinking cup. 


The Industrial I!oard are in search 


of a suitable mjn to head the Indus- 
trial school. When this school is or- 
ganized, every person in the cily, 
from 14 to 16 years old, who is not 
already attending school, must at- 
tend it four or five hours each week.- 


The attention of employers is call- 


ed to the law whi'-h provides that 
children from 11 to 10 may be em- 
ployed during the school year, with- 
out a permit from the county judge, 
Employers of such children will do 
well to see that they have legal per- 
mits allowing them to work. If they 
have not, they should apply to the 
cily superintendent for an applica- 
tion for a permit, which application 
must be taken to Ihe county judge, 
who may grant a permit, after care- 
ful investigation.

It pays to select next year's seed 


potato tubers from the field at dig- 
ging lime, better than to select them 
from the bin next tpring. 
Here 


are reasons why seed selection is 
more easily taken care of now than 
when the potatoes are in the bin: 


At digging time one can get a good 


idea as to the type and uniformity 
of tubers produced under individ- 
ual vines which can not be obtain- 
ed after the crop has been put in 
storage. Seed should be 
selected 


only from vines producing several 
uniform, average-sized, true-to-type 
tubers. Such selection can not be 
practiced •when the seed is selected 
out of the bin. 


Tubers affected with scab, rus- 


set scab, late blight rot, black leg 
rot- and brown ring discoloration 
due to wilt should be discarded. To 
avoid the possibility of getting tu- 
bers infected with black leg rot or 
brown ring discoloration, the field 
should be thoroughly inspected be- 
fore the vines have dried up. Seed 
should not be kept from Infected 
plants, in fact, wilted plants, to- 
gether with what tnbers may hare 
been formed'on them, ought to* be 
destroyed. 


Plants affected with leaf roll, 
early dwarf and mosaic shonld be 
destroyed and no tnbers saved from 
them. Although these diseases do 
not cause any visible injury on the 
tubers, the use of infected seed will 
reduce the yield and finally cause 
the potatoes to "run out."

times the liver is congested with 
blood, or marbled, or spoiled with 
blood, depending upon the form the 
disease has taken. 
Other internal 


diseases, especially of the aliment- 
ary canal may also be noted in con- 
nection with a diseased condition 
of the liver. 
Overfeeding, especially on foods 


that are too rich, or too heavy in 
Iheir proportions of starch anil fat 
producing elements, are largely re- 
sponsible for liver trouble. 
Hens 


that are very fat are especially sub- 
ject to some form of liver trouble, 
and careful feeding must be looked 
to largely as a preventive of such 
disorders. I-ack of exercise is also 
often a very important contributing 
cause. Birds that are confined to 
small runs, that do not have enough 
green food and that are not given 
sufficient exercise are the most like- 
ly to contract troubles of this na- 


Many 
flocks 
today 
are 
being ( 
practically ruined through careless 
feeding, and its attendant develop- 
ment of liver diseases. In may in- 
stances proper corrective measures 
will restore the diseased organ to 
a fairly healthy condition but far 
too often changes are not rigidly- 
enforced in attempting treatment, 
or else these efforts are not con- 
tinued over a sufficient length of 
time, and this results in but slight 
improvement. 
The causes which have led to the 


diseased condition have often been 
acting for a long time, and it is 
only reasonable to expect that any 
improvement in the birds is going 
to be slow. 
Treatment for diseases of the liv- 


er consists largely in correcting the 
mistakes that have been responsible 
for the trouble and no remedy can 
possibly take the place of the prop- 
er feeding and handling of the af- 
flicted individuals. 
If the case is 


one of long standing or if there is 
anything to indicate that the liver 
is badly diseased, it is best not to 
attempt treatment because a com- 
plete recovery is very Uncertain. 


In the milder rases give 
free 


range if possible, .or at least pro- 
Tide a good sized rnn In grass, and 
then let the birds pick up most of 
their living. Feel mashes sparing- 
ly, and in giving grains see that 
they are placed in a litter so as to 
induce exercise. Give each bird a 
liver pill every other day for a 
week or use epsom salts in the 
drinking water for a while. When 
there is indigestion or bowel trou- 
ble give a remedy suitable for cor- 
recting this.

STARTING THE RACE FAIRLY 
According to an official report, the 


time lost by 
university 
students 


through prompt treatment of com- 
mon colds and grippe has been de- 
creased from -about nine days in 
1910 (o about Iwo and one-half days 
in 1915. 
That represents a great 


gain and alone would be enough to 
justify Ihe establishment and main- 
tenance of the student medical ad- 
visers' department, but that is by 
no means the only or the chief gain 
to Ihe students. 


However mature they may con- 
sider themselves, freshmen at the 
university are seldom 
more than 


young boys and girls. They come 
at an age when they can not safely 
be entrusted lo select a physician 
wisely or exercise proper judgment 
as lo whether or not an attack of 
illness is of such character as to 
call for immediate" altention and 
vigorous treatment. 
Parents can 


now feel a degree of comfort con- 
cerning Ihe health 
and physical 


•welfare, of their children at the 
University of Wisconsin that was 
impossible before the service was 
instituted there. 


Another gain has come through 
the compulsory examination of all 
studenls. 
Many an early case ol 


tuberculosis has 
been 
discovered 
many months or even years, before 
it otherwise would have been and 
while the disease was in an easily 
curable stage. In other instances 
unsuspected heart disease has been 
delected by these skillful diagnos- 
ticians and the student has been 
prohibited from engaging ia com- 
petitive athletics that might have 
killed or crippled him for life in 
an institution less scrupulous in 
looking after the health of the stu- 
dent for whom it is morally re- 
sponsible. 
In this latter class of cases early 


detection and proper advice is fre- 
quently all that is needed to enable 
the victim to so modify his habits 
or vocation in life as to insure 
normal or even an increased span 
of life. 
It \ vras a wise administration 
which recognized the fact that the 
physical guidance of the student 
body is quite as important as the 
mental guidance.

Following a press report trnt post- 


office employes serving on th; bor- 
der in the National guard night be 
dismissed, Postmaster-General Bur- 
leson has issued a stalemenl saying 
that the report was untrue ar.d that 
all such employes \vrmld be returned 
to Ihcir former positions at their 
former salaries without waiting for 
the approval of Ihe poslofiice depart- 
ment. The statement of Mr. Bur- 
leson as received by Postmaster M. 
Staplcton, follows: 
^ 


"Because of misleading statements 


appearing in certain newspapers re- 
garding Ihe stalus of those postal 
employes who are now in the mili- 
tary sen-ice of the United States, 
postmasters and other supervisory 
officers in the postal service will call 
lo the atlcnlion of employes under 
their supervision, who are now in 
the service of the United Stales, the 
provisions of Postmaster General's 
order No. 9717, of June 26, 1916, and 
again advise them that every postal 
employe immediately upon his dis- 
charge from the military service will 
be assigned to the position held by 
him at the time he left the postal 
service to enter the military service, 
and that such- assignment to duty 
will be made at his former salary 
without wailing for the formal ap- 
proval of the posloffice department. 
The postmaster general declares that 
not only the postal employes them 
selves, but also their families, under- 
stand that the employes are not to 
suffer the loss of their positions or 
their salaries that they carry be- 
cause of having been called into the 
military service of their country.'"
